2. (1) If any Religious Comunity in Palestine makes 

application under this Ordinance. Ihe High Commissioner m 
Executive Council may. with the approval of one of His Majesty’s 
Principal Secretaries of Stale, make, and, when made, vary or 
revoke regulations for its organisation as a religious community 
and its recognition as such hv Ihe Government of Palestine.
